According to Reuter's Chefoo agent six 
Russian batieships, four cruisers, and half 
the torpedoers escaped from Port Arthur on 
Wednesday, and were chased by the Japan- 
ese fleet. The Consular cables, received from 
Mr. M. Noma, furnishes the additional fact 
that the Russian squadron had got only 
about twenty-five miles out when the Japan- 
ese fleet made an attack and evident. 
ly compelled the enemy's ships to retire and 
subsequently divide. Jour of the battle- 
ships came suuth and the rest are thought 
to have returned to Port Arthur. ‘I'his sortie 
was certainly one of the most audacious 
dashes in a long series of daring feats, and 
was probably rendered necessary by the 
desperate situation at the Russian. strong- 
hold. Jt is true that many sorties have been 
made from the harbour with a view, no doubt, 
of ascertaining whether the entrancewas clear 
in case flight became unavoidable, and also 
perhaps, to pul the Japanese off their guard 
when the final moment for exit came. ‘This 
last dash, however, must be- taken as an 
indication of the proximity of the fall of the 
citadel, as there is reason for believing that 
the attacking feet has a most accurate 
knowledge of the day that the final rush will 
be made. Realising this, the, Russians 
evidently deterinined not to wait until 
the last moment, and decided on risk 
ing the danger from mines and warships

OPINION oF A FRENCIL EXPERT, 


A forecast of the cansequences of the cap- 
ture of Port Ar hur has recently appeared -in 
the Femps.. The following is a translation of

A Russian otlicer wa recently expounding 
the well-known thesis that in war fortresses are 
useless and thut all depends upon the great 
ba tles feught in the open field by ‘the rival 
armies; he recalled the fatal attraction Metz 
exercised on the French Ieaders in 1870 and 
how much the altitude of Haz.ine had been in- 
fluenced by the vicinity of the fortress. Ac-

There is 
no doubt: about the answer to this question, 
when ane thinks, of the vital interest Russia 
has staked’ im Port Arthur, and of what she 
would lose in losing it, Indeed, the most 
umbitious autocracy Could not have chosen on 
the map of the world a more enviable yeogia- 
phicat position, a strategical point of greater 
‘strength. That is truly the Eastern Bosphorus, 
that another Russian generation thought to 
have found in Vladivostok, Port Arthur com. 
mands the Gulfof Pechili alinost as surely as 
Constantinople holds the key to the Black Sea, 
It dominates the Yellow Sea, and its influence 
is felt throughout Korea and China. It is, 
besides, or will be to-morrow, a naval station 
of the first rank The western basin-has only 
to be dredged and un opening cul through the 
Tiger's Tail to get the full advantages of a 
topographical situation which makes of it the 
largest and best sheltered natural baven, 

‘These acy ntages Russia had not yet been 
able io exploit tothe full. She was drawing on 
them by tracing beforehand araund Port 
Arthur as a centre the circle of her future 
expansion. Valny, administrative creation, was 
only the personal fancy ofa minister more bold 
in his systems than fortunate in his conceptions, 

It was an opera scene, simlar to those Patem. 
kine erected on the roue followed by the great 
Catherine in 1787, lo make ber believe the 
Crimea was thabited, Bot Port Arthur is 
inhabited; there were there officials, soldiers 
Land sailors; huge military buildings were being 
put up; the viceray’ lived there; it was in a 
word a “capital” and by thal very factan object 
that the Japanese could assign to their main 
lorce without violating the principles of Moltke 
and Napoleon. 7 

The Russians understood that so well thit 
they took care (tv concentrate imposiug mncins 
of defeitce tipon Port Arthur, two field-divisions, 
the fortress troups, and the crews of the ships 
inake a total of 50,00 men which, commanded 
by so able a yeneral as Sloessel, can resist 
several months, Yet, everything happens in 
war,and the supreme commander must provide 
forevery eventuality, Whatever precaution he 
may have taken against the occurrence of such a 
disaster, the hypothesis of the capture of J'ort 
Arthur must present itself to Kuropatkin’s 
mind. He must see that the consequences of 
1 would be inep.rable'and he cannot hope to 
derive any profit from longer inaction, 

Fifty. thousand men would he captured with 
Pot Arthur. Such catastrophes are not uo- 
kn wn in history. The capitulations of Sedan 
and Metz were graver, more painful for our 
honour, harder to forget fur our history, And 
yet, the France of 1870 immediately created 
other armies; she had only to stamp in her soil 
tomake new ones spring up,Kussa, on the 
other hand, had transported hers along the end- 
less Trans-Siberian, The experience of the 
present concentration had demonstrated that 
lo bring 50,009 nen into Manchuria wo whole 
inooths Are Necessary, 

‘The loss of Une and the loss of troops is 
nothing, hawever. We must think what the 
strategical situation of the’ Russians will be if 
the Japanese get into Port Arthur ard a new 
siege is necessary to drive them out, To trans. 
port the necessary material, organise the siege 
services, that at the other end of the world and 
without the help of the sea, is a task above 
human forces. Such desperate tasks are under- 
taken only when the supreme gama is being 
played, when more than honour is engaged, 
when Ife is at stake. They are not auempted 
when the fatal question “ What is the good?" 
springs in every mind, and where doubt as 
to the ultimate advantage prevents the last 
resauices being engaged in the war, 


‘that it a sombre perspective. There is a 
blacker one yet. ‘The fall of Port Arthur would 
bring about; in some ‘form ar other, the 
ruin of the Russian fleet and complete the 
Japanese miastery of the sea, They could te.

| _LHE DISEASE WHICH THE CHINESE ARE 


Domestic troubles very nenrly brought about 
ateagedy in the harbour yesterday, Yau Yat 
Min, a young Chinese girl; was married some 
‘months ago to Li Cheung Shan, a blacksmith 
at Sha Bo, but found that.life with her mother-in- 
law was anything but a paradise, so she deter- 
mined to end it all and seék a watery grave in 
the haibour. -This she proceeded to do, yester- 
day, but was seen by a passing sampan womao 
and rescued, a constable on. patrol taking 
het in chatge; as she admitied that she intended. 
‘to coinmit suicide, ‘This morning You was 
placed before,Mr. Gompertz, and when asked 
why she had: attempted to commit so serious 
an offence, she stated that she could not hear 
her life with hee husband’s step-mother any 
longer. The latter was always crucl to ber, 
heat her, and made her work hard, white 
she did not give her enough to eat, Lis 
Worship said it was very evident that the 
girl had been driven to the deed by the ill- 
‘treatment of her husband's people, though she 
had rendered herself liable to be sent before 
the Chief Justice to be dealt with ; he was toth 
to deal so serivusly with the girl under the cir- 
cumstances, Hoe asked the mother and sister- 
in-law if they would promise to treat the girl 
properly if he released her under bond not to 
attempt anything so foolish again, but they re- 
fused to give any such promise, ‘The husband 
of the girl, a vactous looking youth, who ap- 
peared to be quite under the thunb of his step- 
mother was called, and asked why he did not 
keep his wife in another house, and away from 
the mother-in-law. He stated that he was a 
blacksmith and earned $13 per month, but he 
could not take his wife 10 avother house, as his 
father could not work and he had to keep the 
family, adding ‘‘be. ides, my step-mother would 
not fet me”! Finally the matter was remand- 
ed to the Registrar General to se if some setile- 
ment could not be arrived at between the 
parties, 


“BRINGING INTO SOUTH’ AFRICA. 


JY AN EXPERT 


The disease which threatens the Chinese 
coolies' on their way to the. Transvaal mincs is 
known in the Far East.as beri-beri, and as 
kakke in Japan. The origin of the word is by 
some traced to," bhayree,” signifying as .cep 
in Hindustani, and by others to “bhar-beri,’ 
the Hindustani term for swelling. The former 
derivation is supposed to refer to the peculiar 
walk of persons suffering from the disease, "re- 
minding.one of the stiff gait of the sheep : the 
‘latter term refers to the frequent accumpani- 
ment of a general dropsy. 

No disease presents so many diverse symp-- 
toms as beri-beti. Notonly may il assume an 
acule, sub-acute,‘or chronic form, not only may 
it exist in an endemic or local centre, and then 
become epidemic but the'persons attacked may 
present signs and symptoms of gencral dropsy ; 
or, on the other band, the tissues of the body 
may strophy and shrink until almost a mummi- 
fied aspect obtains, 

WHAT IS BERE-UERI? 

The essence of the ailment lies inan affection 
of the nerves of a paralytic, nature, especially 
of the lower limbs, causing weakness, numb- 
ness and stiffening of the extremities, with al- 
lerations i, and lessening of, the sensibility of 
the skin,» The nerves cf motion and of seusa- 
tion, supplying respectively the muscles and 
the skin, are therefore seriouslyrafizcted by a 
form of more orless pronounced paralysis. Al- 
though the lower exiramities are apparently 
most deeply involved, the upper extremities 
show similar derangement; and the nerves to 
the heart, lungs, &c., are disturbed in ther 
{unctions, causing heart failure, and difficulty 
in breathing of the nature of asthma, 

The countries in which ber:-beri exists as an 
eademuec or local diseise of a ‘airly permanent 
nature are: Ceylon, the Malay Peninsula, Suma- 
(ra, fava, and Japan : toa lesser degree it pre- 
vails in Southern China, Borneo, Assam, Bur- 
mah, and various parts of India. In Mauritius, 
Fiji, and Brazil it has caused serivus outDreaks, 
and it must not be forgotten that in 1897 and 
1898 beri-beri occurred in the Richmond Luna- | 
tic Asylum in Dublin. [nm similar institutions 
in Faance and the Unlted States outbreak s 
within recent years have also been. recorded, 
Although, therefore, beri-beri is a disease 
primarily of the tropics and sub-tropics, like 
many 0 hers of its type it extends Jo counties 
possessing temperate climates. ° 

DIET AND THE DISEASE, 

On board ships it bas been long looked spon 
as one of the most serious scourges, and marked- 
ly so-in-the Japanese navy. To so al irming an 
extent did beri-bers prevail amongst the Japan- 
ese sailors at one time, that one-fourth of the 
-entire force was incapacitated ; this led to a 
scientific,inquiry into the means of combating 
the disease. ‘Ihe result of the investigation 
seemed to point to the fact that a deficiéncy in 
certain elements of food was the cause of the 
diseate—a belief that seemed to be substantiat- 
ed by the disappearance of the disease when the 
diet was improved, Against (his conclusion, 
however, there are several objections ; forbert- 
beri disappeared from amongst the soldiers in 
Japanese barracks al the same time as it diss 
appeared from amongst the sailors, although 
na change of diet was provided for the soldiers, 
Again many other general san.lary improve. 
ments were inaugurated synchronously with 
the improvement in dict, so that the be- 
lief that foad had directly to do with the 
causation of the ailment has not been proved 
either in Japan or any other past of the world, 
Mouldy (that is funyus-impregnated) rice has 
een long regarded as the probable cause 
of beri-ben, but carefully conducted experi- 
ments in several gaols in the Malay Peninsula 
under British contral have proved the diseased. 
rice theory to be erroneous, ‘The Chinese, 
Japanese, and Malays seem to be particular. 
ly prone to beri-bea whes they are congre- 
gated on board ships, or dwelling in numbers in 
barracks, or in cuolie quarters on plantations, 
Many industries have heen crippled and some 
ruined by whis fell disease ; more ¢ pecia ly 
bas this been the casein Borneo, where some 
few years ayo work on the plantations had tu be 
entirely suspended owing lo the severity of the 
epidemics, 

THE CAUSES AND PREVENTIVES, 

‘The aciual cause of beri-ben 1s unknown, the 
bactersmm, tf there ts one, has yet to be fouad. 
Although the Dutch observers in Sumatra in 
1887 defnitelydescribed amttococeal infection 
of the blood, their results have nol Leen sub. 


stantiated ; nor has the wesuindl worn theory 
of orgin been accepted, 

What, then, du we know of the cause of 
beri-ben? 

1. The disease 15 apt to occur when peo,le, 
especially of the Malay and Mongolian racer, 
are dwelling in overcrowded habitations, 

2 It is a disease that affects persuns dwell- 

ing at low levels, more particularly near the 
Sta. : 
3. His connected with sameness of dict— 
with food calculated to produce scurvy, al- 
though in no way directly connected with 
scurvy. 

4. [tis a disease of cities rather than of 
country districts. 

5. Beri-beri is a “place” disease, clinging to 
certain houses, of rooms in,it house, and to 
certain cabins on ships. 

The means of preventing beii-beri are to be 
gathered from what we know of the probable 
causes. Overcrnwding must be combated, diet 
must be varied, and must contain a sufficiency of 
Absogenaus elements, that is to say, the avoid 
ance of a too strictly vegetable diet, Infected 
persons must be at ance isolated, and those 
suffering (rom epen wounds must not be allows 
ed to be under the same roof with beri-beries. 
‘The treatment of the disease consists in at once 
rem. ving the patients from the infected abode, 
and, if possible, taking them to a higher level. 
On board ships the cabin in which the disease 
has appeared should be emptied and disinfect- 
ed, and the patients taken to the open air on 
deck whenever feasible. The patient's diet 
should be generous (sameness avoided), and 
fresh milk given whenever it can he had, The 
medicinal treatment has to be of a nature cal- 
culated to prevent heart failure, and to sustain 
‘the patient’s circulation until-such times as the 
advance of the paralysing processes are stayed.

THE COOLIE TRAEEIC. 
So 
“TWHEDDALE'S” DEPARTURE. 


Allthe ships chartered for the South Africa 
coolie traffic are overhauled, disinfected and 
specially arranged and fitted up for the service 
in Hongkong. Thess. Ascof, now on her way 
to South Africa with hes first load of coolies, was 
fumigated Jast week with the Clayton fumigat- 
ing apparatus, under the personal supervision 
of Dr, Swan, medical adviser to the Emigration 
Department, This work occupied four days, 
and entailed the consumption of over six 
hundred pounds of sulphur, The 5.3. weed: 
dale, has again been treated similarly, and is 
now ready for service, she having left for Chin- 
wantao to-day. ‘The most extraordinary, not to 
say extravagant, care is being taken to provide 
for the comnlort of the emigrants; in fact, the 
ships when ready for service present an in- 
ternal appearance, such as would be creditable 
toa first-class transport, The sanitary arrangc- 
ments are perfectly complete, and the emi- 
granty are afforded every facility for exercise. 
The decks ure entirely at their disposul, and 
their movements are in no way interfered with 
or restricted, beyond what is necessary for the 
sale navigation of the ships; while awnings 
cover the whole expanse from stem to ste.n, 
{rom the lime they load to the ume they reach 
their destination. The dictary scale has been 
drawn on a most liberal basis by Mr. Cowan, 
the Transvaal Emigration «gent, who rigidly 
examines the footstufls personally and superin: 
tends its stowage. ‘Thousands of pounds of 
Amencan beef and pork are added to a list of 
some forty articles of Chinese diet, such as 
most of them could never get in their own pro- 
vinces, Altogether, the arrangements through- 
out are immeasurably superior to those made 
for the transportation of our own soldiers, 
during the progress of the Transvaal war.
